Londoa, Aug. 14.— (4:50 a.m.)— The 
British consul tit Canton, says the Daily 
Telegraph's correspondent there, has re- 
ceived the following message, dated 
August 0, from Sir Claude Mncdonald, 
Britisli minister in Pekin: 

"Our situation here is desperate. In 
10 days our food supply will bo at an 
end. Unless we are relieved a general 
massacre is probable. 

"The Chinese offer to escort us to Tien 
Tain, but, remembering Cawnpore, we 
refuse the offer. There are over 200 
European women and children in this 
legation." 

The Shanghai correspondent of. the 
Daily Express, wiring yesterday, says: 
"The allies at noon yesterday were with- 
in 20 miles of Pekin." 

Cen. Chaffee's report, which Is the only 
authentic news received here regarding 
the advance, located the international 
forces about 40 miles from Pekin on Fri- 
day. It seems probable that this Shang- 
hai report is optimistic. It is scarcely 
likely that the allies could advance 20 
miles in as many hours. 

A Yang Tsun "despatch, dated August 
7, giving details regarding the capture of 
the place, says: 

"The Russians and French held the 
left, the British the left centre, the Am- 
ericans the right centre and the Japanese 
the extreme Tight. The British and Am- 
ericans have advanced on the villages 
at a rapid rate for 5,000 yards under 
severe shell and rillo lire. The Russians 
opened and the British-American ad- 
vance became a race for positions, cul- 
minating in a brilliant charge. 

"The heaviest loss of the day was sus- 
tained by the Americans, the 14th infan- 
try having nine killed. 02 wounded and 
several missing. The Bengal Lancers 
unsuccessfully attempted to cut off the 
Chinese retreat." 

Another Tang Tsun special says: "Ow- 
ing' to n mistake, British and Russian 
guns shelled the 14th United States in- 
fantry during the night,- wounding ton." 

Commenting on this occurrence, the 
Standard says: 

"It is melancholy to lenrn that the loss- 
es of the Americans, who seem to have 
borne themselves with conspicuous gal- 
lantry, were increased by a deplorable 
error, in consequence of which one of 
their regiments were pounded by Russian 
and British cannon. The incident, em- 
phasizes the necessity of close co-opera- 
tion, which is not easily obtainable with- 
out a single commander and a general 
staff." 

Official advices from Yokohama, dated 
yesterday, say that the allies proposed to 
advance on August 7 to Nan Tsi Tsun, 
between Yang Tsun and Wu Seng. 

The Japanese suffered no casualties at 
Yang Tsun. but the officio"! report says 
they had 300 killed at Pei Tsrtn'g. 

The Daily Mail St. Petersburg corre- 
spondent declares that the taking of Ai- 
gun has sealed the fate of the rising in 
northeastern Manchuria. He adds: "No 
prisoners were taken by the Russians. 
Wholesale massacre was the order of the 
day, and when tho battle was over, the 
Cossacks rode over the field, killing the 
wounded with tho butt ends of their mus- 
kets- 
Washington, Aug. 13— The United 
States commander in n China despatch 
of just three words, received at the war 
department late this evening, sent a 
thrill of exultation and expectancy 
through the officials, by announcing his 
arrival at. Ho Si Wu, only 33 miles 
from Pekin, last Thursday. The Inst 
hoard from him before this was at 
Yang Tsun. which had been captured 
after a hard fight, and word of his 
movements since then bad been eagerly 
awaited. Thursday lie was IS mile* 
beyond Yang Tsun. Lang Fang, tlx 
place where the Seymour expedition 
was repulsed and turned back, had been 
left behind. The battle of Yang Tsun 
was fought on the 0>th, and the advance 
on IIo Si Wu was accomplished on the 
Oth— a march of IS miles in three days. 
This was four days ngo, and at the 
same rate of progress the allies are 
even now fairly within striking dis- 
tance of the walls of Pekin. It was a 
consummation which the war depart- 
ment had awaited calmly, and stirring 
as the news was thnt the force was now 
Hearing the gates of the city. Secretary 
Root and Adjutant-General Corbin 
evinced no surprise, ns it accorded with 
calculations, although the advance had 
been more rapid than was expected. 

The despatch of Gen. Chaffee convey- 
ing so much in so few words is ns fol- 
lows : 

" Chee Foo, Aug. 10.— Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Washington, D. C: Arrived Ho 
Si Wu yesterday." 

Word of tho advance soon spread 
throughout officinl quarters. In the 
enthusiasm of the moment a report got 
abroad that this was the day for the 
actual arrival at Pekin, but the war de- 
partment had not a word of the advance 
beyond Ho Si Wu. At the rate of pro- 
gress—six mile a day — from Yang Tsun 
to Ho Si Wu, about "24 miles would 
have been covered in the last four days, 
and up to to-day this would still leave 
the international forces nine miles from 
Pekin. 

Viewed from any standpoint, the ad- 
vance to Ho Si Wu was of the utmost 
importance, not only strategically, but 
also in showing that communication 
was open back to Chee Foo; that the 
expected opposition ' from Chinese 
hordes has not been sufficient to pre- 
vent the steady forward movement, and 



in the influence it would exert trpon the 
Chinese government. Brief as the de- 
spatch is, it conveys much information 
beyond that specifically contained iu its 
few words. Although it is not stated 
what force has arrived, the war depart- 
ment accepts it to mean that this is the 
international force which first took Pei 
Tsang and then Yang Tsun. It has 
gone steadily forward along the left 
bank of the Pei river, keeping on the 
main road, which skirts the river bank. 
At Yang Tsun the railway crosses the 
river and branches off to the west. 
Now the forces have left the railway 
far in the rear, and are depending upon 
the highway and the river. Ho Si Wu 
is a place of considerable size, and the 
largest town between Tien Tsin and 
Cuing Chin Wan. The latter place and 
Tung Ghow are the two cities of con- 
siderable size in the line of advance 
after leaving Ho Si Wu. 

Shortly after this despatch arrived, 
another despatch from Gen. Chaffee, far 
more lengthy, gave the melancholy re- 
sult of the fighting at Yang Tsun. The 
casualty list was given in detail, with 
the additional information that the dead 
hud been burled at Yang Tsun, and 
that, the wounded had been sent back 
to the hospital at Tien Tsin. 

The reply of the United States gov- 
ernment to China's overtures of peace 
was made public early in tho day, show- 
ing the firm and final position that had 
been taken. It developed during the 
day that the reference to " the powers " 
employed in the United, States reply was 
not without a distinct meaning. 

Exchanges between the various pow- 
ers have been going on constantly, and 
ns n result the officials had the satisfac- 
tion of knowing late in the day that tho 
position of the United States had the 
approval and support of all the great 
powers. 

Several of the foreign representatives, 
including Baron Speck von Sternberg, 
the German charge d'affaires, and Mr. 
Do Woolant, Russian charge d'affaires, 
had extended conferences with Mr. 
Adee during the afternoon. These 
added to the assurances of unanimity 
among the powers.

Smelter Starts 



Grand Forks Celebrates Begin- 
ning of Operations at the 
Big Works. 



The Furnaces Will Be Blown 
In Within Seven or Eight 
Days. 



Grand Forks, Aug. 13.— To-day wit- 
nessed the inauguration of operations at 
tho Granby smelter. The event is a tiote' 
worthy one in the history of Grand 
Forks and is being fittingly celebrated. 
The sampling mill commenced crashing 
ore this morning. It has a capacity of 
over one thousand ton3 per day. The 
machinery worked very smoothly. The 
president. Jay P. Graves, and Superin- 
tendent Hodges received many congratu- 
lations. The British nnd United States 
flags were hoisted at the smelter in honor 
of the occasion. To-night hundreds of 
electric lights were turned on and the 
big reduction works is one blaze of light. 

The furnaces will ho blown in within 
seven or eight days. Their joint capa- 
city will be about five hundred tons per 
day. The motive power is electricity, 
which is generated by a duplicate set of 
sixteen-inch turbine wheels, operating 
under an effective head of water of five 
feet. 

A dam was built across tho north fork 
of Kettle river; a flume one mile long 
carries the water to the power house, 
where 1,200 horse power is developed at 
low water. The saving, as compared 
with steam power, is estimated at from 
$25,000 to $75,000 per annum. A por- 
tion of this power will ultimately be 
transmitted to the various mines of the 
Miner-Graves Syndicate. The smelter 
will treat the ores of the Knob Hill. Old 
ironsides, Victoria, Majestic, City of 
Paris and R. Bell mines. 

It is reported on good authority that 
the B. C. Gold Mines, Summit camp, 
has purchased the water power at Cas- 
cade. The power is being developed by 
the Cascade Water & Light Co. The 
falls are capable of developing twenty 
thousand horse power. The principal 
owners of the B. C. Mine are Jnv >es 
Ross and Clarence J. McCuaig, M i- 
treal. 

According to a record filed in the Min- 
ing Recorder's ofhVe, Jay I*. Graves has 
secured a four-fifths interest in the R. 
Bell mine, Summit camp, the consider- 
ation being $50,000. Its capacity within 
a year will be enlarged to one thousand 
tons per day. The company has also se- 
cured a second smelter at Carson, B.C., a 
point on the international boundary. 

LOOKS LIKE TRAGEDY. 

Dead Horses and a Deserted Well Stock- 
ed Camp in the Yukon Wilds. 

Vancouver, Aug. 13.— The Charleston 
partv, who are running the all-Canadian 
telegraph line through to Dawson, ac- 
cording to Fred. Clem, of Vancouver, 
who has just arrived from Skngwuy, re- 
cently came upon a find which may be 
the first clue to another Yukon tragedy. 
The Skeletons of 12 horses were first dis- 
covered and a little further on a cabin, 
stocked with canned goods, blankets, 
hams, flour, etc. The trees were blazed 
in four directions, indicating that each 
of the party occupying the camp had 
taken a different direction to look for 
help. The Charleston party believe that 
the corpses of the men could be found if 
searched for.

A considerable portion of Command- 
ant-General Louis Botha's camp and 
stores at Dalmantb.ua was destroyed by 
lire on Sunday. 

According to another special despatch, 
Barbertou has been proclaimed the new 
seat of the Transvaal government. 

Ottawa, Aug. 13.— Col. Otter, report- 
ing from The Springs on July 0, gives 
the strength of the First Contingent as 
follows: 

Effectives, 443; sick at various 
camps, 383; at convalescent camp in 
Capetown, ' 83; with command, 37; 
making a total of 034 at present in 
South Africa. There have been sent to> 
England 143; killed in action, 38; died 
of disease, 25; transfer 13. This ac- 
counts for 1,153 men of the first con- 
tingent, of whom 1,039 went out with 
the regiment last October. 

Five wore since enlisted and 10 added 
as reinforcements. Col. Otter adds: 

" Yoit will see by the parade state 
that some 80 N. C. O.'s and men (con- 
valescents) are sufficiently well for gar- 
rison duty. The list of sick nnd unfit 
for duty has been thus sensibly dimin- 
ished. Capt. Barker has again reported 
for duty." 

One hundred and twenty-three in- 
valided Gunadians sail to-morrow from 
Liverpool by the steamer Lake Ontario. 



MISSIONARIES SAFE. 

Gable Says They Managed to Escape 
From, Dangerous Places, &,r$ 

New York, Aug7T3.-Dr. Leonard, 
corresponding secretary of the Metho- 
dist Missionary Society, to-day received 
a cablegram from the Rev. Spencer 
Lewis, Of the West China mission. 
The message, which came from Shang- 
hai, was to the effect that the mission- 
aries who left Chung King about ten 
days ago had arrived safely at Shang- 
hai on the 13th instant. This message 
was received with great relief, as Chun 
King is some 1,500 miles up the Yang 
Tse river, and is 'a very dangerous 
place. Of all the missionaries now in 
China under the direction of the Metho- 
dist Society, tho only ones supposed to 
he still in danger are those in Pekin, 
who number IS. Robert Speer, one of 
the secretaries of the Presbyterian 
board of foreign missions, received n 
cable despatch to-day from Charles F. 
Johnson, M. D. It was dated from the 
German city of Tsintnu and is as fol- 
lows: "Ichowfu looted." This is in the 
province of Shan Tung. The property of 
the Presbyterian mission there is esti- 
mated to have been worth $20,000. 
The buildings included two hospitals. 
The missionaries themselves escaped 
from Ichowfu to Tsintau some time 
ago. 

A B. C. MINE. 

St. Eugene Makes a Fine Showing as 
a Shipper. 

Moyie, Aug. 13. — Messrs. Gooderham, 
Blackstoek and party reached here last 
night and examined the St. Eugene 
mine, which is controlled by them. 
The St. Eugene iu the month of July 
shipped 2,301! tons of ore, and, it is 
claimed, produced more lead during 
that month than any other silver-lead 
mine in the United States or Canada, 
excepting the Silver King, of Utah. 



MRS. MCCARTHY'S MISTAKE. 

She Pays tho Funeral Expenses of tho 
Wrong Man. 

Toronto, Aug. 13. — Mrs. Hiram Mc- 
Carthy a few weeks ago identified the 
body of a drowned man taken from the 
Detroit river as that of her husband, 
and paid the charges, amounting in all 
to $53.20, for the care of the body and 
its burial.

Vancouver, Aug. 13.— The sensation 
of the hour in Vancouver is the threat 
of the Trades and Labor Council to 
expel from the labor unions nil members 
of the local militia as a protest against 
the militia being called out on the occa- 
sion of the Steveston strike. 

J. H. Watson, a member of the execu- 
tive of the Trades and ^Lubor Council, 
when asked this morning if the soldier 
members ot' the unions were to be ex- 
pelled, answered : " Yes, every one of 
them." Mr. Watson further stated 
that in his opinion, from a union stand- 
point, a soldier could not be a good citi- 
zen having the welfare of all his fellow- 
beings at heart. He said the Trades 
and Labor Council would take action 
on Friday night, when the mutter 
would be definitely settled, and he be- 
lieved that all members of the militia 
who were also members of a labor union 
would be Wed to resign. It had not 
been definitely settled yet whether they 
would he forced to resign or whether 
they would be required to become 
nominal members only until tboir time 
expired iu the militia. In any event 
it would be hereafter impossible for a 
union man to be a soldier. Mr. Wat- 
son said he was not speaking for the 
whole Trades and Labor Council, but 
he believed that would be the outcome 
of what he called " the outrage perpe- 
trated against labor unionism by the 
calling out of the militia." It was sug- 
gested to Mr. Watson that the soldiers 
were not to blame for obeying orders 
on the occasion of the Steveston affair. 
" Then," replied Mr. Watson, " the 
authorities must be made to see by our 
action that the law is wrong and must 
be repealed, thnt a number of peaceful 
laboring men on strike must not be in- 
timidated by the soldiers." Mr. Watson 
was reminded that a strike would have 
likely taken place between the whites 
and Indians on one side and the Japanese 
on the other, if the soldiers bad not ar- 
rived on the scene when they did. Mr. 
Watson replied that whether a fight 
would have occurred "or not was a mat- 
ter of opinion. He did not believe that 
any fight would have taken place, and 
at any rate under the circumstances the 
militia should not have been called out 
until the fight had started. 

The Independent, the organ of the 
labor party in Vancouver, stated on Sat- 
urday: "While those responsible (for 
calling out the militia) may feel safely 
ensconced behind the technicalities of the 
law, they are not from public opinion, 
which resents Ibis slur cast upon the 
good name of British Columbia and a 
respectable community of its citizens."

Issue of the Dally Times 
a letter appears signed "Defence," In which 
It states, "It Is about time tho mllltla de- 
partment built a proper range here so thnt 
civilians anil volunteers can practice alike." 
The above reproduction from a photograph 
will give tho render an Idea how the mllltla 
department try to encourage rifle shooting 
among the members of the Fifth Regiment, 
C, A.; the very fact of the department 
allowing the butts to fall Into snch a dis- 
creditable condition Is n disgrace to them. 
Klllemen of Victoria have been promised 
time after time thnt they would have a 
modern range constructed for their use. 
Early In the spring the department promis- 
ed that the work on the Clover Point range 
would be started without delay and our 
city council kindly offered to bear part of 
the expense by constructing a new road, 
but so far, with the exception of a few- 
pegs driven in by the surveyor, nothing has 
been (lone. What Is the use of placing 
modern weapons In the hands of militiamen 
if they have no place to learn how to use 
them? It Is to be hoped our new D. O. C. 
will do everything In Ids power for Victoria. 
For years no class tiring has been done and 
even tho league matches this year had to 
be given up, owing to the bad condition of 
the range.

The Loss of 

The Minnie 



Five of the Sealers Reach Vic- 
toria—Details of the 
Wreck. 



The Rescued Men Have a Trying 
Time !n an Open 
Boat 



Five of the shipwrecked trow of tin- 
lost sealing schooner Minnie, of this 
port, arrived home on Sunday morning 
on the steamer Victorian— -they having 
been brought to Seattle from Ounalaska 
on the steamer Alliance, and from them 
lull .particulars were 'learned of the loss 
of the schooner, and of the trying ex- 
periences the crew had in the cold 
northern .seas in their open boats after 
their vessel had pounded to pieces off 
the far-away Alaskan Isle. The five 
are John Hulbert, cook; J. Thereson, 
0. D. Hand, C. K. Livingstone and J. 
Williams. 

It was the Friday business that did it. 
There was no doubt held about that. 
The sailor does not like to leave port on 
a Friday, and when a vessel sails from 
two ports and feaves both on Friday, it 
is considered by the lore of the sea to 
be flying in the face of Providence. The 
.Minnie left here on Friday, June 22, 
for Dodge's Cove, where she picked up 
her Indian erew. She left there on 
Friday, duly ti, and three days after- 
wards the storm began its retribution 
for the disregard of its unwritten laws. 

First the mainmast snapped. This 
was three days after leaving the coast. 
The schooner was driving before a 
heavy gale, with little canvas, when the 
mast snapped, and she lay to for three 
days before at length it was successfully 
spliced. Then she bore away for the 
north and until the reef popped up under 
the vessel's after quarter, on the night 
of duly 'Jl>, and hung her up near rocky 
I gamok island, in the western entrance 
to Uniuiuk I'ass, the storms kept the 
crew employed. • 

Her course was shaped to the sealers' 
rendezvous at Ounalaska, but when 
Hearing there she was unable to enter 
that port, owing to the heavy head 
winds prevailing. Her course was then 
shaped to Uniniuk — the sealers' gateway 
to the sea — and there she took water. 
It started to blow heavily as she lay 
there, and Capt. Jacobsen put to sea. 
The storm gradually increased in vio- 
lence, and after a little while the crew 
were ordered to take two reefs in the 
mainsail. The spread of canvas was 
kept small all day, for the wind and 
high S( a buffeted the schooner continu- 
ally. 

This was on duly 26, and it was thnt 
night that the vessel was wrecked. 
During the afternoon land had boon 
seen like haze in the distance, but as 
night fell the darkness became intense. 
The rain was falling thickly, and n 
dense fog mantled everything. The 
vessel was drifting landwards, but the 
crew did not know it. The three men 
on watch could see nothing. 
About 11:30 p. m. Thereson called his 
■ companions and asked them if they 
could hear the sound of breakers. There 
was a distinct rumbling, but they did 
not think the sound was that of break- 
ers. Again it came, and there was no 
mistake of it this time. 

" Breakers ahead! Oh, breakers 
ahead!" shouted Thereson, and the 
sleeping sealers whose watch It was 
below were roused. They soon tumbled 
up through the hatchways, some dressed 
but many none too warmly clad to resist 
the inclement weather. The white men 
shivered and the Indians howled. They 
thought they saw a sure trip to the 
Saghalec Tyee, and made night more 
terrible with their wailing. What with 
their cries and the noise of the waters 
breaking on the reefs near by, then- 
was a perfect pandemonium. They 
were some distance from the breakers 
when the alarm was given and the 
helmsman turned the wheel right up 
for all he was worth, but the rudder 
became entangled in a bunch of kelp. 
The schooner would not steer off the 
threatened danger and she went on 
towards the now distinctly heard break- 
ers. 

Then she bumped. She caught close 
by the stern and held fast on a rock, 
which was perhaps some 50 yards from 
the shore, with deep water all around it. 
The sea was very high, and as it broke 
on the schooner it swept her backwards 
and forwards like a can buoy in a 
choppy sea. Oapt. Jacobsen then cut 
the ropes which held the stern boat, 
but he could not lower it, and waiting 
till the sea \ 'ished the vessel over, he 
dropped it over the side. Luckily it 
was not swamped. It was very diffl- 
cult to get out the other two boats and 
the canoes which the Indians were 
pushing over. The boats were on the 
leo side, and there was the danger of 
the schooner lifting on to them and 
breaking them before they got clear. 
(One of the canoes was broken in this 
.manner. The man in it, though, 
.caught a rope which was thrown to 
him, and was saved. The boats were 
safely got out, though, and the whites 
got in, the Siwasbes meanwhile getting 
iiitu their canoes. None knew how 
long the schooner would last, and it was 
useless to think of staying with. her. 

In the hurry and bustle of the flight 
from the wrecked schooner, the boats 
and canoes were not any too plentifully 
provisioned. Some of the men had 
1hk> light a -jack of Hour, some a piece of 
bacon, some pieces, o/ pilot bread. The 
small f!."et I'ipt together and waited for 
daybrou'K, ~i !*- men huddled .tqgether in 
the h'qsrts and canoes 1 , shivering with 
cold, for their clothes were wet 
A, lliwjgh.. 

' At daybreak they saw it was useless 
n think of making a landing near where 
tie wreck had occurred, for there the 
Phirt> j;ose out of the water in a line of

ered, and before the crew left her the 
schooner was flotsam of the northern 
sea. 

The boats then put to sea again, and 
all day long they watched for sails or 
smoke of steam vessels that would give 
assistance. Hope and despair played 
see-saw several times that dny, for 
three vessels were seen and signalled, 
but not one of them saw the distress 
jugns or [laid heed to the cry. It was 
not until nightfall that assistance came. 
The watch of the schooner Walter L. 
Rich had seen their rockets, and she 
bore down upon them. Capt. Jacobsen 
and his boat's crew and Mate Mohr- 
house and his crow, with the Indians, 
were taken on board, but there was not 
room for all, and it was arranged that 
the five men who have arrived home 
should go in their boat to Ounalaska. 
which was nearly 70 miles away. 

They left for Ounalaska on Sunday 
morning, and were two and a half days 
in their open boat, with a scant supply 
of provisions. They had nothing but 
hard-tack and salt beef. The nights 
were terribly cold, and the live suffered 
a great deal. They pulled each day 
from daybreak until 10 o'clock at night, 
and made several ineffectual attempts to 
land en route. On the Tuesday, their 
last dny at sea, bad weather was experi- 
enced, and they kept at the oars from 
^:30 a. m. until 8:30 p. m., when they 
made land. They cooked some food, 
and after satiating their appetites, re- 
sumed their trying journey. There was 
but three more hours, though, ahead of 
them, for they made Ounalaska late 
that night. 

When they reached Ounalaska they 
made a tent out of the sail of the boat, 
and camped for three days. There 
were two American revenue cutters in 
port, but no British vessels or* any of 
the sealing fleet. The Icarus arrived 
from Esquimnlt the day after their 
arrival, and they went out to her and 
told of the wreck of the Minnie. The 
officers of the Icarus told them they 
could come on board and live, or come 
on board fur their food and stay ashore. 
They chose to do the latter, and re- 
mained in their rude tent. They lived 
there two days, when the steamer Alli- 
ance came in. and it was decided to 
send them down on that vessel. They 
reached Seattle on Saturday, and came 
over to Victoria on Sunday morning. 

Cnpt. Jacobsen, Mate Muhrhousc and 
the remainder of the crew arc expected 
down on the next steamer from the 
north.

Victorian Commences Her New Time 
J Table To-day— Comes at 1:15 p. m. 
and Leaves at 4:15 p. m. 


To-day the steamer Victorian will not 
arrive in the early morning, as has been 
her custom, for the schedule has been 
changed and she begins her daylight 
service to-day. She leaves Seattle at S 
a. m., and is due at the outer wharf at 
1:15 p. m. She will sail again for the 
Sound at 4:15 p.m. She is due nt 
Seattle at 0:30 p. m. The running 
time between the two points is to be 
hereafter a little over five hours. She 
will continue the daylight schedule as 
above given for some time. Nothing 
has yet been announced of the time on 
which the Rosalie is to run. or of when 
she is to commence service on the route. 



THE BOSCOWITZ RETURNS, 

Brings TVnspectors With Samples of 
Ore From Northern Islands— The 
Kivcrs Iult't Tragedy. 

Steamer Boscowitz arrived from Naas 
and X«rthoru ports yesterday morning, 
and to-night she is to sail again for the 
North. She brought down 1,51)0 cases 
of salmon, 50(1 of which were landed at 
Vancouver anil the remainder here. She 
also landed a carload of salt salmon 
from the Skeena at Vancouver. Among 
the piwsengers who arrived down on 
the Boscowitz were Messrs. Conolly and 
son, coiners who have been at work for 
the Gribbel Island Copper Company on 
Gribbcl Ishi'.d. They brought down a 
shipment of ore which is to be sent to 
the Taconia smelter as a mill test. 
Another party of prospectors came from 
Princess Itoyal Island, also bringing 
or ( . from their property to have a mill 
test made. Other passengers were Miss 
Blanchard, who has been visiting rela- 
tions at T'ort Simpson: Miss Lawrence, 
who came down from Tort Simpson to 
spend a holiday: Miss Pidcbck nnd 
Miss Asbdowu Green, from Quatiaska 
Cove; Mrs. and Miss GiUoid, and a 
number of cannery employees. 

According to news received by the 
Boscowitz. the mystery of the death of 
the two Japanese fishermen on Rivers 
Inlet remains unsolved. One of the 
bodies was said to have been found, a 
Jap having brought it up in his net. but 
instead of taking it from the water he 
at once lowered it into the Inlet again. 
The Japs were offering rewards for in- 
formation leading 'to the arrest of the 
perpetrators of the crime and for the 
recovery of the bodies. 

Much freight has been booked for the 
up trip of tin- steamer, on which she 1' 
to leave to-night. The paCK at the 
various canneries was about the same 
as when the Princess Louise left tiicre.

COUNCIL OF WOMEN. 

Business at Yesterday's Session— 
Form a Historical Society. 

At the meeting of the Local Council of 
Women, held yesterday afternoon, anion 
other hii-imss, the reports of committee 
in connection with the recent meeting of 
the National Council were read, all be- 
ing of a satisfactory nature. 

A committee was appointed to consider 
the position of the female clerks in stores, 
and to see if the same privileges and pro- 
tection can be given to them, as iu tiiose 
in 'other provinces of Canada; 

It was announced that Mrs. Bobson 
and Mrs. Baker had been made life mem- 
bers of the National Council. 

A general meeting ^vill he held on Sep- 
tember 11. when pa pern on the National 
Council nnd other subjects will be read. 

Miss Fitz-Oibbon, at the close of the 
meeting, gave a practical address on the 
starling of an historical society, and it 
was decided that intending members, 
should try and collect as much informa- 
tion as possible during the nest few 
months, before any organization was 
formed. The Natural History Society 
has promised assistance in the matter. 
Miss Fitz-Gibbon showed the value of 
historical societies in the preserving of 
old documents and the marking of places 
once famous in history, and it was felt 
that here in Victoria and in British Col- 
umbia there is iso much of interest that in 
t little time will be lost, if some society 
does nol take> file trouble to investigate 
and preserve. Those who have known 
the province in its early days can furnish 
much valuable information, and it is of 
the utmost importance that this should 
be collected ami kept. 

The considerations which have led to 
the formation of the Women's Canadian 
Historical Society of Toronto are as fol- 
lows : 

The rapidly rising status of Canada 
among the nations of the world; that a 
unity of national purpose and a high ideal 
of loyalty and patriotism in her people 
will alone sustain her in such high posi- 
tion; that to this end a thorough acquain- 
tance by her people, both native and im- 
migrant, with her heroic past, in of the 
first importance; that her history, liter- 
ature nnd archives, her poetry and art 
UTe yearly becoming more valuable in af- 
fording the necessary knowledge; that 
an intelligent nnd self-respecting nation- 
al pride in Canadian literature needs to 
be awakened and encouraged; Unit the 
value of documents, records and relics, 
both public and private, as notes in the 
history of a people is not general realized, 
and that the collection and preservation 
of them is most Important. 

The objects of the Women's Canadian 
Historical Society of Toronto are the en- 
couragement of a study of Canadian his- 
tory and literature; I he collection and pre 
servation of Canadian historical records 
anil relics, and the building up of Can-

A WORD OF WARNING. 

Our Vancouver correspondent writes 
that the Trades and Labor Council of. 
that city have resolved to dismiss from 
their membership nny person who may 
belong to or may join the militia, ir 
this is the case, it is time for an expres- 
sion of public opinion on the subject. 
There is no excuse Tor the press iind 
for public men to keep silent, if there is 
any organization in the community that 
is striking at the foundations of Cana- 
dian patriotism. There appears to he a 
notion among politicians to the effect 
that anything, which agitators can get 
endorsed by a labor organization, must 
be treated gingerly, lest votes may be 
lost. Against such a cowardly course the 
Colonist proposes to protest, and it be- 
lieves the time to protest it? when tho 
movement referred to is in its infancy. 
If there nTe any agitators in this prov- 
ince, who believe they can set themselves 
up against Queen, Country and Flag, and 
the traditions of British patriotism, the 
sooner they are exposed the better, the 
sooner some voice is raised to point out 
the mischief, which will he wrought by 
such men, the bettor for every one. 

Tho moment any organization sets up 
the doctrine that its dictates aTC to he 
superior to tho law of the land and un- 
dertakes to place a penalty upon patriot- 
ism, it loses all claims to consideration 
from loyal citizens; it becomes a menace 
to the welfare of the state; and ic is 
the duty of those in authority to consider 
if the time has not arrived when it must 
be suppressed. This is plainer talk than 
is usually indulged in on topics of this 
nature, but when treason masks itself 
under the thin guise of a labor organiza- 
tion, the time has come for plain speech. 
If a man is to be dismissed from the 
Trades and Labor Council because he is 
a member of the militia, the next step, 
logically, will be to declare that he shall 
not be employed in his trade or calling; 
the next to boycott those who employ 
him. Liberty will become a mockery 
and settled government impossible, if 
men are to be interfered with in the dis- 
charge of their patriotic duties, and are 
to be subjected to pains and penalties at 
the hands of irresponsible organizations. 
We wish to say a word of wnrning to the 
agitators, responsible for this disloyal 
step, and that is, that if they undertake 
to set themselves up against Canadian 
patriotism, they will evoke a storm of 
wrath against which they will be power- 
less to stand.

ANOTHER THREAT. 

The Skagway Alaskan in Its issue of 
the o'th instant speaks of the increasing 
trade of the Lower Yukon— that is, the 
portion of the river valley lying in 
Alaska, and <n the '"."irse of its remarks 
says that the bonding of United States 
goods through Canadian territory can- 
not be "much longer prevented." It 
Is not now prevented, for the bonding 
privilege is freely accorded to every one 
through our territory, If there &*e any 
obstacles needlessly placed in the way 
of traffic across -Canada from tOM part 
of Alaska to another, they ©Bgfct to be 
removed. We favor perfect reciprocity 
in matters of this nature. 

The Alaskan is not content with jus- 
tice. It wants something very much 
more. It. wants a privilege, the like of 
which is uccorded nowhere else in the 
wor'id, namely, the right to trade in 
Qauuda in exactly the same manner us 
its. merchants would enjoy, if they were 
living in Canada. If this is not grant- 
ed, they threaten reprisals. The Alc.s- 
kun says: "And Canadians shoulj be 
made to know that if the concessions 
are not made, they will be shvit out en 
tirely of the Klondike trade and traffic." 
In the same paper the people of Juneau 
are told that the people of Skagway 
" may be asking them to take the 
branch customs house off our hands, if 
Canadians do not treat us bettor across 
the line." 

And yet there are some people in Vic- 
toria who are furious against the Colo- 
nist for claiming that nothing shall be 
done to make Skagway the great tail 
way headquarters of the North, a city 
of importance built up by Canadian 
trade. 



We do not believe that the Dominion 
government, when the matter is fully 
explained, will stand by and see our 
trade with oar own country interfered 
with by a lot of nnreasonablo people, 
but will come forward with a sufficient 
amount of aid to secure the proposed 
line. Upon this great question there 
ought to be complete harmony of action. 
Canada must secure an avenue to the 
Yukon that cannot be interrupted by 
unfriendly foreigners. The all-Canadian 
route is long, but it will open a vast 
and rich region. Substantial aid will 
iuiye to be £iyc-n, to secure the construc- 
tion of die line: but wo L'clieve a scheme- 
can ho arranged whereby the cost of 
such aid to the taxpayers of Canada will 

not be heavy.

NATURALIZATION. 

Mr. Ilnywaru's resolution, suggesting 
Jin amendment to the naturalization law 
compelling persons wishing to become 
British subjects to be identified before a 
judge, is prompted by the current re- 
port that a great many people from Japan 
and the United States have fraudulently 
obtained naturalization papers. Possibly 
the language of tho resolution is inarti- 
ficial and would not be sufficient in an 
act of parliament; but what is meant by 
it is very clear. The idea is that no per- 
son shall be naturalized until ho has per- 
sonally appeared in court with evidence 
Hint he is entitled to the privilege. 

A question arises in this connection as 
to the propriety of the legislature passing 
resolutions dealing with subjects not 
within the jurisdiction of the legislature. 
The Colonist has always deprecated the 
passage o f academic resolutions with the 
view of influencing legislation in parlia- 
ment; at the same time we are fully in 
accord with the proposition that the house 
may very properly express its views upon 
questions having a specially local bear- 
ing and ron-partiznn in their character. 
Certain general matters, such as Oriental 
immigration, the provision of means for 
securing the Yukon trade for our own 
c-ities by the establishment of assay of- 
fices and otherwise, the representation of

A SUGGESTION. 

There is a very serious state ot tilings 
existing in the Orient, and no one can 
see the outcome of it. Conspicuous in 
the work that is being done for civil- 
ization and for the protection of the 
lives and honor of British and other 
European men, women and children 
are the soldiers of Japan. These brave 
fellows are ready to go to the front 
under any and all circumstances. Side 
by side with our own troops and those 
uf the United States, they have faced 
the hordes of the enemy. When Tien 
Tsin was captured, it was a Japanese 
engineer who sacrificed his life to blow 
up the gate, thereby emulating the im- 
mortal achievement of the men who 
opened the way for our troops into 
Delhi. The comrades of the Japanese 
hero cheered him by exclaiming that his 
memory would be preserved for ten 
thousand years. No one can tell what 
other deeds of a similar nature may not 
transpire during the next few months, 
or how closely interwoven the interests 
of Japan and our Empire may he. 

Under these circumstances, we sub- 
mit for the consideration of the legis- 
lature if it would not be a graceful act 
to withhold for this session any anti- 
Japanese legislation. At present 
Japanese immigration into this country 
is forbidden. It is not likely to be again 
permitted until the wishes of Canada 
and the Imperial government have been 
fully ascertained. Action must ulti- 
mately be taken, but no great harm can 
be done if the whole question is held 
over until the January session of the 
legislature. Not a single interest will 
be jeopardized thereby, and the omission 
to deal with the question now will be a 
courteous act towards a brave ally. 
Let us, like true Britons, give honor 
where honor is due, and not put a need- 
less insult on the men who are facing 
death with our soldiers in China.

SKAGWAY AGAIN. 

News conies from Skagway that the 
city council of that city propose to place 
a special tax upon foreign vessels enter- 
ing that port. The object of this is to 
drive Canadian ships out of the north- 
ern trade and thus secure a monopoly of 
it. for United States vessels, anil, it is 
doubtless hoped, the bulk of the trade 
for United States cities. Without hav- 
ing at hand the laws governing Alaska, 
anil hence being unable to form any 
opinion as to the power of the Skagway 
city council in the premises, wo are not 
ready to admit that such a municipal 
regulation will have any force. It can 
be enacted by the city council, of course, 
and the special tax can be collected by 
summary process; but whether it will 
stand the test of an appeal to the 
United States court, is something upon 
which we do not care to express an 
opinion. 

In view of this proposed action, which 
whether legal or otherwise, will put 
Canadian ship-owners to a very great 
deal of inconvenience, the duty of the 
British Columbia government is to take 
up at once with the federal government 
the question of an all-Canadian line to 
the Yukon is more apparent than ever. 
We must have nn all-Canadian line.

'•THOSE GOOD OLD DAYS." 

How the Poor Miners' Children Fared in 
Britain Sixty Years Ago. 

Engineering, in an article on mines and 
miners, reviews the legislation on the 
subject. It recalls that, prior to the ac- 
ceusion of Queen Victoria, there had been 
no legislation whatever with respect to 
mines or miners, as regards safety, pro- 
tection, or better conditions. All the 
statutes previously passed had reference 
to: (1) Property-stealing from the mines; 
1.2) conduct of the men us servants under 
the Masters and Servants Acts; (3) meas- 
urement of coals, and rating minerals for 
the purpose of taxation. In all these re 
spe'ets there had been plenty of legisla- 
tion but never a thought had been giver 
to the condition of the miner, and the 
miner's child. As a matter of fact, the 
working miner -was regarded as little 
more than a chattel, a being belonging to 
the mine or mine-owner, and to be trnn 
ferred with the property if at any time 
the mine changed hands. As a rule, the 
mines were away from busy town's, 
even populous villages, the mining dis- 
tricts being In a sense villages apart, it. 
which the mine owner had almost abso- 
lute power, owning as he did the -wretch 
ed dwellings in which the miners resided, 
and often having a tangible interest 
the shops which supplied them with food 
and other necessaries. The pay-day 
were at long intervals, nearly always 
monthly, sometimes more, with "sub: 
! between, and free access to the familiar 
"tommy-shop," for "truck" was general 
well-nigh universal. Property had ampli 
protection; there was no thought of labor 
or the laborer. But the master's interest: 
were well cared for by the Masters and 
Servants Acts of those days, a rather 
crude code, now happily repealed. Com 
binations were unlawful up to 1S24, am 
even after the repeal of the combination 
laws all associative efforts were more 
less hopeless for many years. The min- 
ing population had not a good name; tli 
were regarded as drunken, brutal, dirty, 
inclined to riot and disorder; seldom de 
scribed as orderly, intelligent, law-abid 
iug citizens, even in comparison with 
workers of the same claw in other indus- 
trial pursuits. The first step towards 
better conditions for the mining popula- 
tion was the inquiry instituted by a royal 
commission, appointed in 1840. In their 
report the commission found that "In- 
stances occur in which children are taken 
into these (.coal) mines to work ns early 
as four years of age, sometimes at live, 
and between live and six; not unfre- 
quently between six and seven, often 
from seven to eight, while from eight to 
nine is the ordinary age at which em- 
ployment in these (coal) mines com- 
mences. A very large proportion of the 
persons employed in carrying on the work 
of these mines is under 13 years of ag 
and a still larger proportion between 13 
and IS. In several districts female child 
ron begin to work in these mines at the 
same early age as the males. In the Hast 
of Scotland it was more common for 
children to begin to work at live and six 
years old than in any part of England. 
In Mio West of Scotland children were 
taken dawn into the pits at a very early 
age." In North Wales it was more rare 
for children to be employed at live or 
six, but very coma on at seven years of 
llge. In South Wales more cases were 
recorded of the employment of children 
at very early ages than in any other dis- 
trict—from four to six years of ag*. It 
was not unusual to take them into the 
pits at four years of age; many were ab- 
solutely carried to the work. In South 
Gloucestershire cases are recorded of 
children employed nt six years old, and 
in Somersetshire many began work I 
tween six and seven years of age. In 
the South of Ireland no children of these 
tender ages were employed at all, the un- 
derground work being done only by those 
between 13 and IS years of age in Ire- 
land.

IN MKMOItlAM. 

A Tribute to the Worth and Ability of 
the Late Mrs. Tomkineon. 

The following reference to the late Mrs. 
Tomkinfion, who died in California dur- 
ing tlie present month, appears in the 
Daily Outlook, of Santa Monica, Cali- 
fornia, of August 7: 

"Mrs. E. P. Tomkinfion, whose Bud- 
den death on the first of August was a 
nhock to the community of Santa Moni- 
ca, is mourned by a large circle of 
friends. 

"As one whose friendship with Mrs. 
Tomkinson dated from many years back, 
the writer is desirous of paying a brief 
tribute to the many noble qualities of 
the deceased. 

"Mrs. Tomkinson was a woman of 
more than average intelligence and in- 
tellectual attainments, and was gifted 
to an unusual degree with an appreci- 
ation of what is beautiful and great in 
nrt and literature. Her sympathies were 
wide and deep. A few months since, be- 
fore an immense audience in Los An- 
geles, on the occasion of the meeting iii 
behalf of the Mansion House Fund, Mrs. 
Tomkinson recited Kipling's famous lines 
in a manner never to be forgotten I 
those who heard ber. She had recited 
them a few weeks previously on two oc- 
casions in British Columbia, where she 
evoken unbounded enthusiasm and added 
i large sum to the fund. Mrs. Tomkinson 
was a devoted member of the Episcopal 
church and bad for many years been 
identified with the congregation of St. 
Augustine-by-the-Sen, at Santa Monica. 
During the hist months of her life she 
was unwenriedly active in hor efforts to 
assist in the work of the church, and, 
to within n few hours of her death, had 
been earnestly engaged in its behalf. 

"There are very many persons in this 
community who could speak of the per- 
sonal, sympathetic kindness of Mrs. Tom- 
inson, to whose warm heart sorrow nnd 
suffering always appealed. A few years 
since she was herself called upon to boar 
the crushing loss of a beautiful and bp- 
loyed daughter, and though this over- 
whelming grief shadowed the remainder 
of Hie mother's life, it made hor the more 
responsive to the sufferings of others. 

At the beautiful funeral service in the 
church where she had so long worshipped, 
and where she had herself taken part in 
the prayers and praises a few days be- 
fore, a mass of lovely floral offerings tes- 
tified to the regnrd in which she had 
been held. Hearts filled with sincere sor- 
row and profound sympathy for the hus- 
band, so sadly nnd suddenly bereaved. 
\nd fhnse feelings will bo shared by a 
large number of nersonnl friends and re- 
latives in British Columbia, Eastern 
Canada and England."

Yesterday was a dull day at 
legislature. The order paper 
loaded down with routine -work, 
item after item was Huccessfully wor- 
ried through, little of taomiMit or inter- 
est occurring to mark their progress. 
Mr. Hayward's resolution concerning 
the alleged irregularities in the whole- 
sale naturalization of Japanese fisher- 
men occasioned some debate before 
being carried, as also did the railway 
charter amendments of the member 
from Iiossland before they began to be 
lost. 

Prayers were read by the Rev. \V. D. 
Barber, after which reports were pre- 
sented (1) from the printing committee, 
recommending the printing of the re- 
turn of correspondence relating to the 
Steve-ston strike trouble, and (2 from 
the railway committee, approving of the 
Vancouver and Lulu Island Railway 
Company bill. 

Four bills were then introduced and 
given their first readings. These were 
the following: 

By Mr. Helmcken: An Act to Permit 
the Issue of Voting Machines in the 
Province of British Columbia. 

By Hon. Mr. Prentice: An Act to In 
corporate Vancouver City Hospital. 

By Hon. Mr. Eberts: An Act to Con- 
firm the Assessment Itoll of the City of 
Greenwood for the Year 10C0. 

Ami by Mr. McPhillipe: An Act to 
Amend the Law Relating to Costs Allow- 
ed to Mortgagees. 

Mr. Hayward followed with his reso- 
lution, which was seconded by Mr. 
Helmcken. It related to the naturaliza- 
tion of Japanese, and ran as follows: 

Whereas the provisions of the Natural 
ization Act are believed to be constant- 
ly evaded by Chinese and Japanese; and 
whereas it is most desirable that such 
practices should at once be stopped 
Kesnlved. that it is the opinion of this 
house that an humble address be present- 
ed to His Honor the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, respectfully requesting him to urge 
upon the Dominion government the de 
sirahility of amending the provisions of 
the Naturalization Act in such a manner 
4is to compel all persons wishing to be 
come naturalized to be identified before 
a judge of the Supreme or County 
courts personally. 

In introducing his motion, Mr. Haywar 
considered that there was not much need 
to say a great deal. Everyone had heard 
the reports of the wholesale naturaliza- 
tion of these people almost immediately 
after their arrival into the country. The 
irregularities were veijy glaring and to 
some extent would be rectified by going 
back to the old system which had pre 
vailed hefore confederation, of obliging 
all would-be cltrzens to come into open 
court before a judge and there be sworn 
rather than in the private otllec of some 
notary or magistrate. 

Mr. Mclnnes supported the measure. 
He had introduced it in a bill at Ottawa 
a year ago, but although it was largely 
supported, the bill had not been accepted 
by the government. Had a resolution 
such as this been sent East to strength 
en his hands, his bill had very likely got 
through. 

Mr. Martin said that ho was usually 
opposed to all over-stepping of the lines of 
provincial jurisdiction. This was a mat- 
ter in the hands of the Dominion auth 
oritics, but the legislature had something 
to do with it too, and so was very glad 
that the house should have the opportun- 
ity of stating its views and sending them 
to Ottawa. The house must remember 
that, while it says in the resolution that 
it believes that there has been evasion, 
yet no such irregular acts have been 
.shown it to have been committed. If 
they had occurred, the government too 
■was responsible, as a crime had been 
■committed, and to trace out the perjury 
they would be quite justified in spending 
a little money and making nn example 
of some of the offenders. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts informed the h 
that instructions bad already been issued 
from his department to look into this 
matter. This was done directly after the 
questions had been asked about it. Ho 
would not oppose the motion, although in 
the case of persons residing down the 
coast or in such distant parts as Atlin 
if they were desirous of becoming citi- 
zens, some hardship might be entailed. 

Mr. Curtis said he had beard that : 
large number had been naturalized ii 
Chilliwaek, and it might not be for th 
best of reasons, that .the applications 
were sent rip there without the applicants 
Doubtless these foreigners did not know 
the purport of the process and it might 
be that some magistrates had lent them 
selves' to the practice. It would be worth 
while having them looked up too. 

Hon. Mr. McBride was glad to s 
the leader of the opposition assume 
more moderate stand. A year ago or 
be himself had been severely ehnstiz 
by that gentleman for introducing a reso- 
lution regarding the fisheries. Mr. Mar 
tin bad evidently been soothed down by 
the member from North Nanaimo and 
wi's becoming more reasonable at: last 

Mi-. McPhillips came to the rescue of 
the justices of the peace whom. Mr. 
Onrtis bad arraigned. lie reminded Mr. 
Martin nf the way in which he had 
dragged that office through the mud. 

Mr. Kidd thought that the resolution 
was not well worded. The government 
might well he asked to have the whole 
matter investigated before such repre- 
sentations were made to the Dominion 
government. lie hoped that the mo- 
lion would he withdrawn. 

On being put. however, it was carried 
on the following division:

The Judgment Act was again commit- 
ted, and after a short discussion of a 
technical sort, the bill was reported 
complete with amendments. 

The amendments to the Official Ad- 



hered to their own system, which would 
Taise the greater amount of revenue. 
The bill was then reported complete 
without auicndmatlCi 

The Vancouver * Westminster Rail- 
way Co. bill. waa then committed. To the 
report Mr. Helmcken desired to so 
amend the bill that if branches to the 
road were built their length need not 
be limited to six miles. The opposition 
refused the amendment, contending 
that it gave a sort of monopoly of the 
Lower Eraser to them. At Mr. Helm- 
cken's request this bill was stood over. 

Mr. Curtis had several amendments to 
offer to the hill. These struck at the 
mortgaging of a road for more than its 
original cost, and provided for the pur- 
chase of the roads by the government, 
should such be thought tit, after the ex- 
piration of ten years. 

Several of the members took part in 
the informal debate, in the course of 
which Mr. Martin uttered a hitter 
tirade against promoters and like people. 
To this Mr. McPhillips rejoined that hjp. 
"saving clauses" had so hampered rail- 
roading that since th^y were first intro- 
duced in 1890 scarcely a mile had been 
constructed. The C. P. R, was gener- 
ally attacked by the opposition for over- 
bonding and excessive cost to the coun- 
try, but was defended by Mr. McPhil- 
lips, who thought it had" already ruoro 
than paid Tor itself from the standpoint 
of n. Canadian citizen. 

When at length a division was reached 
only seven members supported the 
amendment restricting the bond issue 
I he others were being considered when 
tiie debate was adjourned, upon which 
the house itself adjourned at 5:40 p. in.

Business on Lower Yukon- 
Senator Mason Wants a 
Boundary Settlement. 



There were 02 passengers aud not far 
short of $100,000 in gold on the steamer 
Danube, which arrived on Sunday from 
Skagway. The richest, perhaps, of thn 
passengers were Mr. aud Mrs. Maynurd, 
who brought out §25,000; Henry Wag- 
ners, who had ,$20,000, and D. O. Briek- 
er, who had i?S,500. Other passengers 
were James AlcNamee, one of the best 
known of the Klondike's mine owners, 
and his wife; S. P. Moody, traveller for 
Simon Leisor, who has been to Dawson 
on a business trip; IT. Seelig, Sergt. 
Grahame, of the N. W. M. I'., and James 
D. Lancaster, who is down to buy five 
hundred tons of hay and other supplies. 

The Danube brings news that an effort 
is to be made at Skagway— if the right is 
vested in that city — to tax the Canadian 
vessels going there. The port is not to 
lie closed, the bonding privileges uot ab- 
rogated, but something must be done, in 
the opinion of Skagway, "to get back at" 
Canada for taking the trade into its na- 
tural channel. The Alaskan of Tues- 
day last says: "City Attorney Price, to 
whom the members of the council had 
submitted the matter, reported that from 
a cursory examination of the law he be- 
lieved that the power was vested iu the 
council, and the council directed that he 
file a brief in writing with the committee 
of ways and means, giving his opinion as 
to the powers of the council in the mat- 
tor. It was evident the disposition of 
the council was to compel the foreign 
shipping interests to contribute its sharo 
to the running expenses of the city." 

There was also in the Alaskan of the 
following day, a wail that the business! 
of the lower Yukon was going to Can-! 
adians, as well as that of Dawson and 
the upper Yukon. The Alaskan of Wed- 
nesday last snys: 

"The renewal of life and traffic on the 
lower Yukon has been one of the features 
of this season's development. But the in- 
creased traffic has not been through the 
old channel with St. Michael as a base of 
supplies, but it has boon chiefly in the na- 
ture of trading expeditions from Daw- 
son, taking produce and merchandise 
down the river to sell at Eagle, Circle, 
Tanana, Rampart City, the Koyuknk and 
other points. On account of the enforce- 
ment of the rigid Canadian customs re- 
gulations and the lax administration of 
the extremely liberal American laws and 
rules, the most of these expeditions were 
fitted out at Dawson. The. lower river 
traders bought their goods usually from 
the upper river traders at Dawson, and 
went down the river, unhindered by tho 
American customs officers, where they] 
sold their goods at a profit." 

Ely E. Weave, one of the directors of | 
the N. A. T. & T. Co., was in Skagway i 
when the Danube sailed, en route to 
Chicago. In an interview he said: "I 
estimate the output of the Klondike and, 
that part of Forty-Mile on the Canadian 1 
side at $20,000,000 this season. Lust, 
season it was $15,000,000. Tho t Forty-, 
Mile share, however, will not roach half, 
a million. The bench claims of Bonanza 
have proved big payers. 

"The camps below Dawson, while not 
Klondikes. promise to yield good aver- 
ago productions. There is room for an- 
other Klondike in the vast Yukon basin, 
and while another such camp may pome- 
time be found, it is not expected such a 
great camp will be found within a short- 
er time than a quarter of a century. 

"The camps below Dawson, while not 
great producers, maintain a population of 
hardy people, all of whom must eat nnd 
wear clothes, and have the best of what- 
ever they consume. Therefore the trade 
of the lower Yukon is good, aud I think 
will be good for a long time. 

"Our company has twelve trading posts 
in tin- Yukon valley. We have taken in 
the bulk of our supplies to bo used this 
season, and are prepared for the winter. 

"Circle is picking up. The strike in the 
Tanana country, back of Circle, is noth- 
ing wonderful. From what reports I re- 
ceived, it is something like the Birch 
creek diggings, which yield fair pay. 
Little work will be done in the Tanana 
camp until after supplies are taken in 
over the snow. It is too difficult to do 
much packing in the summer. 

"There are 300 people in the Eagle and 
Mission creek diggings, and the creeks 
are yielding well. 

"So far nothing big has been found in 
the Koyuknk, but I believe the gold is 
there., It is a big country, and cannot 
be prospected in a short time." 

Senator W. E. Mason was also in 
Skagway when the steamer sailed, await- 
ing the coming of tho Al-Ki, on which 
he had booked passage south. He had 
spent ft week in the Porcupine district 
and came back with a pocketful of wars 
and a bunch of chips on his shoulder. 
His trip was to personally investigate 
tho effect of the modus vivendi from ob- 
servation of the territory affected. The 
Alaskan says: "The investigation has 
not changed Senator Mason's expressed 
ideas on the question, and he still thinks 
Secretary Hay made an Ignoble surren- 
der. Senator Mason made a speech to 
the miners, and announces that he will 
endeavor to have the temporary agree- 
ment set aside by a permanent adjust- 
ment of the question. 

"The party was enthusiastic over the 
wealth of the district, and fully realize 
the importance of the property conceded 
to Canada by the temporary agreement. 
Senator Mason and Capt. Hovey assist- 
ed nt a clean-up of a thirty-hour run on 
Xo. 1 below discovery, at which eighty- 
four ounces of gold was washed out. It 
represented tho work of six men." 

.Tack Dalton, -who arrived from Porcu- 
pine with Senator Mason, brought out 
(MO "ounces of gold from Discovery claim. 
Tin- consignment of gold is very coarse 
and there are several largo nuggets that 



show a very large value. Mr. Dalton 
says this is only a very small shipment 
for tho district, as every claim under 
development work is turning out very 
rich. , 

The body of Walter Monastets, one of 
the victims of the Florence S. disaster, 
was recovered on Sunday, August o, at 
Hootalinqun, 13 miles below the scene of 
the accident. The body has been shipped 
to Dawson, where the inquest will be 
held. From there it will be forwarded to 
Skagway for interment. No news has 
been received of the recovery of the 
bodice of Mrs. Stewart and her daughter, 
who -were also victims of the same dis- 
aster. , _ 

10. S Bushby, Canadian customs offl 
cer, has published a statement that 
American liquor can now be bonded 
through British Columbia and iUK° n 
territory to Alaskan points. The 
delay in establishing the order, he says, 
is attributed to lack of information by 
the Ottawa government o£ the change in 
the Alaskan prohibition law. Mr. Bush- 
by states: "I am instructed by the Com 
missioner of Customs that spirituous 
liquors may be transported through lu- 
kon territory to ports or sub-ports in 
Alaska from Skagway, via White Paea 
and Dawson, Y. T., via bonded carriers. 
Each package shall be marked in red In 
bond for Alaska.' . . . ' . 

"Spirituous liquors in transit to Alaska 
and transported in bond through the Yu- 
kon territory, shall not be allowed to go 
into consumption in said territory 

x'here has been unavoidable delay ow- 
ing to the necessity of communicating 
with the United States government for 
information with respect to the laws re- 
stricting or prohibiting the importation or 
liquors into Alaska." 

In anticipation of the close of naviga- 
tion on the Yukon river and tributary 
lakes, the White Pass & Yukon has is- 
sued circulars that through tickets will 
not be sold nor through bills of lading is- 
sued from the Sound or British Columbia 
to Dawson or Atlin after September 1. 
This is because tho road does not care 
to accept the responsibility of getting pas- 
sengers or freight through after that 
date However, business will be accept- 
ed as usual on V-.eal charges, and for- 
warded 'is best a.; possible under the ex- 
isting conditions at that time on tho rlToiij, 
and lakes. . 
. The lakes and rivers, it was said by one 
of the traffic men, may not freeze before 
late in October, and probably there would 
be six we.'Us m-'-e of navigation than 
contemplated by tin date of cancellation. 
However, thee is nothing sure, and the 
common opinion on the outside and 
among traffic men is thai now is the time 
to rush freight to the interior. 

The circulars just issued by the W. t . 
& Y. B. B. contain the following: 

"Taking effect September 1,' 1900, W • 
P & Y B. through freight rates from 
British Columbia m>d Paget Sound ports 
to Dawson Y. T.. aud Atlin, B. C, will 
be cancelled. 

"Shipments of freight covered by above 
tariffs must he delivered to steamers de- 
parting from Brit'.sh Columbia and Fugrt 
Sound" ports prior to that date, and 
freight must arrive in Skagway not later 
than September G, 1000. in order to take 
advantage of the through rates, otherwise 
local tariff rates will apply. Through bills 
of lading will not bo issued after Sep- 
tember 1, 1000. 

"Through bills of lading issued after 
August 20, 1000, must bear the foil. -wing 
notation: . 

"Di liv-jry of shipments covered by this 
bill of lading, not guaranteed during the 
season of 1000. 

"The sale of through tickets from Brit 
iih Columbia and Puget Sound ports to 
Dawson and Atlin will be discontinued 
September 1, 1000. Tickets sold prior to 
September 1 should bo limited to not later 
than, September 10." 

Edgar Labbe, aged 22 years, was kill- 
ed in a mine on Eldorado July 20.

KEEP THE WIUES HOT. 

Plan to Prevent Cold Weather Inter- 
rupting Telegraph Working. 

Referring to the system of Alaskan 
telegraphs that the United States gov- 
ernment is about to build, the Portland 
Oregonian in its Washington letter 
gives the following interesting particu- 
lars of how the "juice" will be kept 
from freezing in winter: 

By the end of the closed season this 
fall the chief signal officer hopes to see 
at least 400 miles of the overland lines 
placed in position and ready for opera- 
tion. The hard Alaskan winters will 
necessitate the suspension of operations 
through the winter months, but work 
will be resumed as early as possible in 
the spring. However, when field opera- 
tions have been interrupted, the ma- 
terials for completing the overland line 
will be gathered together and be in 
readiness for pushing the work in the 
field when the season again opens. It 
is intended to lav the line in stretches 
of about 250 miles, each, with relay 
stations at convenient points, at mili- 
tary stations or posts where possible. 

An interesting feature entering into 
the construction of this overland line 
is that on account of the extremely cold 
winters it has been determined not to 
use the ordinary cell batteries for sup- 
plying the current, as is done on most 
telegraph lines, because the liquid solu- 
tion would freeze ami render the line 
valueless. Instead' generators will be 
installed at intervals along the line, 
where small dynamos will be operated 
by coal oil engines and thus supply a 
current that can he relied upon at all 
times, or as long as the supply of fuel 
is not exhausted. These engines require 
but little fuel anil can be operated 
cheaply. In ease of accident, however, 
the relay stations are to be equipped 
with materials for putting in operation 
the gravity batteries, although there 
will hardly be any call for them, unless 
it he during the summer season, when 
there is no danger from freezing. The 
object of I hose extra precautions is to 
insure a telegraph system which will be 
reliable at all titnen and under all cir- 
cumstances. 

The total sum appropriated for the 
telegraph system is $450,000. and the 
cost r,f the two short submarine cables, 
made, laid and in running order, includ- 
ing shore ends and stntions, is $00,000 
in round numbers. Payment for this 
part of the work will be made when 
the cables shall have been accepted.

Hundred Men fjo Up to Build 
Railway From Lenora 
Mine. 



Narrow Gaiqe Road to Carry 
Ore tc E. & N, Main 
Line. 



The rich Lenort mines, situate on 
Mount Sicker, and not many miles from 
Victoria, and from which, every day in 
the week, shipments of forty tons nnd 
over of valuable ore are being made, are 
to he at once opened tip by railway com- 
munication with the Esquimau & Na- 
na i mo railway. 

This morning Supetintendent A. J. Mc- 
Lellan will leave by the E. & N. train 
with a party of one? hundred men, who 
go up from this city to build the line. 
The railway — construction of which is to 
be commenced nt onto — will be a narrow- 
gauge, well ballasted line. It will be 
seven miles long, and in this seven miles 
of line there will be a number of trestles, 
ranging from thirty to sixty feet in 
height. 

Two corps of engineers have been for 
some time surveying the roadway for 
the line and they have about completed 
their work. In three months the con- 
struction party expect to finish theirs, 
and in November the locomotive, which is 
being constructed to haul the oar-laden 
trucks from the mines on Mount Sicker 
to the Esquimalt & Nanaimo railway's 
main line near the Westholmo station, 
will make its initial trip over the rails. 
The metals to be laid will be of steel. 
But one locomotive will be used at first. 

The railway builders will work from 
Mount Sicker outwards and make the 
connection with the main line their last 
work. When completed the ore will be 
shipped from the Lenora over the line 
to the Esquimau & Nanaimo railway, 
over which it will then be carried to the 
point whence shipment is to be made to 
the smelters — presumably Ladysmith, 
from which port steamers carry ore to 
Tacomn and Texada. 

Shipments from the mine to the main 
line is at present made by truck, and this 
means of transportation, as well as be- 
ing costly, does not offer sufficient facil- 
ity to move the ore in sufficient bulk to 
keep up with the production. When the 
line is complete, about three months 
hence, it i.« said, much larger shipments 
will be made to the smelters and the out- 
put of the mine increased accordingly. 

The railway will also assist in tho de- 
velopment of the other mines of the dis- 
trict.
